verdict according to the evidence. It was a simple 
question, whether the defendant had or had not viola- 
ted the ordinance Whether that ordinance Was con- 
stitational or anconstitutional was not within the prov- 
ince of the jury to decide. That question could be 
decided only by the higher courts. 

The justice then instructed the jury substantially, 
that if in the present case, they found the law oppres- 
sive, or unconstitutional, they should bring in a ver- 
dict for the defendant 


Thus a grave question of constitutional law was | 


submitted to this jury, who had been summoned to 
decide whether a man had violated an ordinance or 
not. And here it should be noted, that one juror be- 
fore he was sworn was asked whether he had formed 
wn opinion in the case. He replied that he had made 
up his mind that the ordinance was uncoustitulional 
(the very question which was finally submitted for his 
decision.) Linder replied, “* That has nothing to do 
with the matter. Have you formed an opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of Mr. Todd,’’ (or words to 
that effect.) He answered, no. So he was sworn. 

Before the jury retired, the constable should have 
been sworn in the following words, viz: ** You do 
solemnly swear, that you will take charge of this jury, 
and take them to some safe and convenient place, and 
there keep them together, withaut meat or drink, | 
water excepted, unless by leave of the court; and will | 
not allow any person to speak to them, or spenk to 
them yourself, until they have agreed upon their ver- 
dict, and then safely return them into court.”’ 

The jury, howerer, were committed to the charge 
of the constable, without his taking the oath. Why 
the justice omitted to administer the oath (according 
to universal law and usnge) in this particular case, 
we shall leave the people to form their own opinions. 

The door of the room into which the jury were 
conducted, was left unlocked, a ptece of pine board 
being the only fastening. A pane of glass was broken 
in the door, and a window was opened at the head of 
the stairs, through which free communication was had 
with those outside, in the absence of the officer in 
charge, who left the jury unguarded two or three 
times for 10 or 15 minutes 

In endeavoring to agree upon a verdict, one or two 
of the jury dissented. Several of them became much 
incensed at the dissenting jurors. One,—a dealer ‘in

‘To say, that it is the way to make 
good converts at the north, is to say what has 
already been disproved, And to urge that it 
is the way to convert the south, is to say that 
human nature is changed from what it always 
has been, and always should be, It is saying 
to the south, you ought to change your senti- 
ments, because most of the wise and good at 
the north think you are now right! 

The few suggestions I have further to offer, 
must be deferred to another opportunity.

This, dear brother, is bad. Itis very bad. tt 
grieves my inmost soul. And most gladly 
would | learn, that it is not as true as it is bad!

And that I may do something, 
both directly and indirectly, towards sweeping 
away so baleful a delusion, | assure you is the 
chief énd | have had in view in all these let- 
ters. Let us then just look fora moment at 
the real case. 

On the one band, the abolitionists, according 
to their own showing, have lost whatever of 
Kind persuasive moral influence they ever bad 
on the south. ‘Their favorable influence, if 
any, is vow of some other kind. On the other 
hand, they have told the whole world, that 
their Opponents are not to he trusted in their 
professions of desire for negro emancipation. 
And however little this may hitherto have been 
believed at the north, yetat the south I fear it 
has gained but too extensive a credence. No 
man enn precisely tell bow many times it is 
requisite for eveu the rankest moral absur lity 
to be uttered without contradiction, in order to 
its being believed by many. Searcely an 
emancipationist bas seemed to think it needful 
for him tocontradict this imputation, All have 
seemed to take it for granted, that it must be 
known here by our children as well as our- 
selves, and known the world over by all men, 
that we Puritans are and must be radically at 
antipodes with slavery. The charges have 
therefore been met with scarce lv the smile of 
contempt, for the most part. We were back- 
ward ies oupposiag cle y could ve believed even 
by any who uttered them. We have, indeed, 
as individuals and as collective bodies re peated 
our solemu declarations of aversion to sl wvery. 
But I know of no man, much Jess of any 
body of men, attempting, (as Thave now so 
feebly essayed to do,) a formal defence against 
the charge of insineerity in these declarations. 
Meanwhile, the charges have rolled on, wave 
alter wave, to the south. And there they have 
found men with bearts Willing enough to be- 
lieve them—not indeed as charges, but as jov- 
ful proots of what before they could not have 
hoped, proofs that they had not only real 
friends at the north, but friends who were be-

Nearly all the clergy bere, and a vast 
proportion of the numbers, talent, and influ- 
ence among the laity. “Aye!” say they, “if 
these indeed be all tor us, what need we cure 
for the opinion, the influence, or the power, 
(except lo exeite insurrection,) of those who 
are against us?” "Phis, | verily believe, is the 
reasoning, and this the conelusion to whieh 
Wainy a southern mind has been led by the pre- 
posterous statements and charges respecting 
the prevalence of Anti-Slay ery principles at the 
north. And how could any man in his senses, 
expect them to reason in any other w ay? Sup- 
pose you are at the head of an invading army. 
And just within the borders of the nation you 
wish to subdue, lies an army for its defence, of 
equal numbers to your own, and so strongly 
entrenched, as to make it certain that you can- 
not capture them by assault, nor drive them 
from their position, nor reduce them by famine. 
Your only hope of success is placed in the 
moral influence you can bring to bear upon 
them—au influence which shall induce them to 
surrender without your actually striking a blow. 
Your din of preparation, will of course be great. 
Every thing on your part will assume the most 
formidable aspect. It is in this way only that 
success has ever crowned such an ‘enterprise. 
So Gideon understood human nature; 


and so 
has every 


other wise commander. If your 
numbers are no greater than those of your en- 
emy, you will not needlessly tell him of the 
fact. [fone half of your host are 
the side of the enemy, you will not 
pedient toinform him ofthe fact. And if three 
fourths of the whole, including a great propor- 
tion of your best officers, are not sincere in 
their professions of zeal for your success, you 
will not think it good generalship, to send forth 
into your enemy’s cainp, a flaming proclama- 
tion of the facet! This, you will say, is not the 
Way to make him surrender. It will not have 
the right moral influence. 

So reason the children of this world, in their 
vile and abominable warfares of agyression, 
And if it is sound reasoning, based on the immu- 
table principles of human nature, w hy should not 
the children of light try to be as wise in their 
generation? Why should not the enemies of 
slavery, who seek to overthrow its impregna- 
ble fortress, not by the sword, but by moral 
means, pause, and consider most seriously the 
inevitable bearing of the moral means they 
employ? If they wish, by a splendid array of 
moral sentiment at the north, in opposition to 
slavery, to change the moral sentiment and 
practice ef the south, why should they be so
